HOW TO CREATE SQUARE CORNERS 


If, instead of using one of the decorative corners or 
turns in the book, you want to create a simple square- 
cornered frame, follow this procedure. 

A. Rule your artboard lightly with pencil for the out¬ 
side dimension of the frame you want. For the example 
shown below, a }Vz" x IV 2 " square, cut four 
1 V 2 "-long strips of border. (If you are making a rec¬ 
tangular border, say 3" x6", then cut two 3" strips and 
two 6" strips.) 



B. Without overlapping any of the strips, put them in 
position, then cut all corners using a 45° metal 
triangle. 

C. Paste down all four strips in final position. 

D. Use black ink to touch up and fill in the cut lines, 
if necessary.
